Tlio manioc or cassava is a, native of 


South America, but it has been success- 
fully mlro'K'oecl for cultivation into 
Africa imd other tropical countries. It 
is u bushy shrub, six to ten feet high, 
with hir«?o leiwea near the ends of the 
branches. 
The articles prepared for 


commerce come from the roots or tubers, 
wtjicli are lar^e and like turnips, but 
frequently weighing as higV as thirty 
pounds. They contain a milky juice 
rich in stiu'eh, but ulso rich in hydro- 
cyanic acid, which makes the juice—in 
its natural btatc—a very deadly poison. 


Tho uciil is driven out by heat and the 


remainder of the juice is extracted by 
boihng. Tho grated root makes what is 
known in the tropics as cassava or cas- 
sava brutid, and is used for food. 
The 


starch, extracted, is exported as Brazil- 
ian 
airowroot, and tapioca is made 


from it by a heating process which 
bursts tho starch granules and causes 
some choiuical changes.—Good House- 
keeping.

WASHINGTON, January 8.—Tbe situation 
s summed up at the Interior Department 
o-day is about r,s follows^There Js.ln all 
bout 20,000 Sioux Indians, men, women 
nd children, on northern reservations. 
Of this number 16,500 are accounted for, 


they are living on tha reservations in 


jeaoe and not taking any part in the 
iresent disturbance. This leaves about 
,500 men, woman and children to face 
,000 men now under command of General 
Miles. Tbe hostile camp is located seven- 
een miles north of tbe Agency and a oor- 
on of Iroups surrounds it with ths oxoep- 
ion of tbe South side, the object being to 
Irive them into tbe reservation. Tbere is 
on slant communication between tha hos- 
ile camp and the Agency. The hostiles 
are well supplie 1 witb beef but taey have

s regarded as hopeless for the Indians, 
yet it is believed th^y have no intention of 
urrendering.

Fifth—The heavy Btorm of the 26th in 
northern Oregon and Washington causing 
much destruction of property in various 
cities especially Seattle.

weather in southwestern California 6th to 
30th. 
Seventh—General deficiency 
it 


rainfall. Eighth-^FroBU in southern Cali- 
fornia and southern Arizona. Ninth—Tor 
large number of cyclonic areas passing 
eastward north of Washington. Tenth— 
The high barometer in Nevada, 8th to 28tb. 
In connection with the development of fogs 
daring the month it is important to noti 
that they prevailed during the period of 
hign barometer in northern Nevada. This 
high pressure began immediately upon the 
disappearance of the heavy storm in the 
first week of the month and was diatipated 
by the formation of the barometiio trough 
on the 29th and 30th, which latter date 
marks the termination of the heavy fog 
period. Under the influence of this high 
pressure area in northern Nevada cold 
northerly winds and foga prevailed in 
noithern California and warm northerly 
winds in southern California, which condi- 
tion illustrates the extreme heating effeci 
of the desert regions of southeastern Call- 
for i a upon the air which pisses over 
them. 


BilNPALL. 


There has been a general deficiency ol 


rainfall except a slight excess in the San 


nquiii Valley and in southern Arizona 


Of the eleven cyclonic areas which ap- 
peared off Vancouver's Island during ta> 
month all passed eastward north of Wash- 
ington except two, one of which reached 
southward into the extreme northern por- 
tion of California and the other passea 
eastward across northern. Washington. 
This high latitude of the eastern move- 


n$ of the storjn areas explains the de- 


ficiency in rainfall. 


TEMPEBATUBE. 


It bus been generally above the normal 


except in northern California where the 
deficiency ranges from oue to four degrees 
The excess is most marked in southern

seven to cine degrees. The highest tem- 
perature, 82 degrees, occurred at Los An- 
geles on the 26th. The lowest, 12degrees,

meddle with, as Jake had brought a 
stock from Owens river and was giv- 
ing them a chance to breed, wliioh they 
seemed to be doing finely. Jake has a 
stone bath at the springs which ia a curi- 
osity. The waters of these springs pos- 
sess medicinal qualities of no mean order, 
and if located in any place near civiliza- 
tion, would be of great value. Here we 
found the wild grape vine and screw 
bean mesquit growing in their natural 
»tate in tangled masses.
